Derailment Leads _ to 
Country's Worst Rail 
Wreck — About 200 
Also Injured. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, March 4 
(AP)—A derailment that came in 
the center of a Pavuna river 
bridge as two trains were pass- 
ing at 50 miles an hour led to a 
wreck today that killed 100 or 
more persons. 

Aboyt 200 others were injured 
in the wreck, the worst in Bra- 
zil’s history. Some of the dead 
floated off in the river, flooded 
by recent rains. Others were 
strewn about the wreckage. 
The government-owned Central 
ne ome Railway announced the 
toll. . 

“It looked like a battlefield,” 
said one survivor, a former soldier. 
The accident occurred near the 
town of Anchieta, 20 miles from 
Rio de Janeiro. A railway spokes- 
man gave these details: 

A wooden coach train left Rio 
de Janeiro at: 8:30 a.m. on the 
roundabout route to Juiz de Fora, 
in the state of Minas Geraes 100 
miles north of Rio de Janeiro. 
At 8:17 a.m. a steel commuter 
train left the town of Nova Igua- 
cu, 36 miles from Rio de Janeiro, 
crowded with workers. 

Both trains entered the Pa- 
vuna river bridge at the same 
rate of speed—50 miles an hour. 
As they neared each other at 
the center of the bridge, three 
ears of the train bound to Juiz 
de Fora derailed and swung 
across the tracks. .

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
-~Mobilization Chief Charles E. 
Wiison today urged Congress to 
extend price and wage controls 
for two years. 

“We cannot hold hack inflation 
unless we hold down prices,” Wil- 
son told the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee, adding that “conversely, 
we. cannot hold down prices un- 
less we hold the wage line.” 

Wilson told the Senators there 
has been “some easing” of short- 
ages in such materials as copper 
and aluminum but he said it is 


still too early to know for certain 
whether this “easing” will con- 
tinue. 


At the same time the Defense 
Production Administration an- 
nounced it will allot 30 million 
more pour.ds of aluminum and up 
to 25 million additional pounds 
of copper to civilian industries 
during the three-month period of 
April through June. 

DPA boss Manly Fleischmann 
said the agency will decide this 
week which industries should get 
the metals. The allocation was 
made possible, he said, because 
of the return of surplus metal by 
the military and because orders 
of some companies were not as 
high as expected. 

First Senate Witness. 


Wilson was the first witness as 
the Senate opened public hear- 
ings to decide whether or not to 
extend the Defense Production 
Act, which authorizes price and 
Wage controls. The act expires 
at midnight June 30. If Congress 
does not extend it before then, 
all price and wage controls would 
be ended. 

Wilson said, “no present eas- 
ing of a shortage here or there, 
no decrease in some prices, should 
make us throw away the keys to 
our security. 

“At least two more years of 
hard work are ahead of us before 
we reach our present goals of mil- 
itary strength and productive 
power.” 

Wilson indorsed President Tru- 
man’s appeal to wipe out the 
Capehart amendment—which per- 
mits manufacturers to pass their 
post-Korea cost increases on to 
the public — and the Herlong 
amendment — which guarantees 
merchants their margins over 
cost. 

These amendments were 
adopted when the act was passed 
last year. 


Fears Further Price Rises. 


Wilson testified that unless the 
Capehart amendment is repealed 
the public will have to pay an- 
other $750,000,000 in price in- 
creases. He said it already has 
caused price hikes ranging up to 
15 a cent and totaling $750,- 

Federal Reserve Chairman Wil- 
liam McChesney Martin Jr. of St. 
Louis also testified in behalf of 
economic control legislation. He 
said this is not the time to drop 
“the tools that are necessary for 
the restrain of inflation.” 

He voiced “misgivings” about 
the failure of taxes to cover gov- 
ernment expenditures. : 

The Government dollar deficit 
may turn out to be “materially” 
lower than President Truman’s 
forecast, he said. But in any case, 
he said, the country must face 
“the blunt fact” of financing a 
deficit which “can create serious 
inflationary pressures.”

Warships Shell Sardinia Coast 
In 4-Nation Mediterranean Test 


Cruisers and Destroyers Pour Live Ammuni- 
tion on Gunnery Range While Planes 
Patrol Overhead.

IN AN OBSERVER PLANE 
OFF SARDINIA, March 4 (AP)— 
Cruisers of Italy, France, Britain 
and the United States opened 
their six- and eight-inch guns 
today in a coastal bombardment 
of southeast Sardinia. 
The two-hour live shell attack 
marked the first time that the 
warships of four nations have 
opened fire together in a single 
peacetime operation in the Medi- 
terranean. 
The 400-shell shore bombard- 
ment was expected to touch off 
Communist protests even nosier 
than the ghelling. 
A few months ago the United 
States Sixth Fleet called off a 
similar bombardment’ exercise 
partly because of bad weather 
and largely because of “unfavor- 
able political reaction.” 
Today’s target area was the 
barren Capo Coda di Cavallo— 
Horse’s Tail peninsula—on the 
end of the Golfo degli Aranci— 
Gulf of the Oranges. No inhabi- 
tants had to be moved. The cape 
is an Italian naval gunnery range. 
From a mile up, in Adm. Rob- 
ert B. Carney’s observation plane, 
the cape looKed like a brass fish- 
moe ht gray cruisers cut an 
emerald wake in the slate-colored 
sea in a firing line 12,000 to 16,- 
000 yards—six to eight nautical 


miles—off shore. Firefly flashes/d

The accuracy left room for im- 
provement. Some shells splattered 
a target rock the size of four 
battles»ips at the end of the cape. 
Two bad misses sent up fountains 
of water and sand a mile and a 
half away.

In the firing line were the 
Italian cruisers Garabaldi and 
Montecuccoli, the French Gloire 
and Georges Lueges, the British 
Glasgow and Liverpool and the 
American Roanoke and Pitts- 
burgh.

PARIS, March 4 (UP)—An- 
toine Pinay announced formally 
tonight that he will try to form a 
government to end a_ five-day 
cabinet crisis and tide France 
over its economic difficulties.

The nation was notified 
it must pay out an estimated $60,- 
000,000 in gold to meet its deficit 
in western European trade in 
February. The money is due to 
the European Payments Union, 
an organization to facilitate trade 
among west European countries. 

The treasury lacks funds to 
make the payment and the alter- 
native is to ask the Bank of 
France for a loan from its gold 
reserves. 


Tom Connally’s Remarks. 


Pinay, who was transport min-

The amendment, adopted by a 
vote of 7 to 2, would require the 
tax legislation to be submitted to 
a vote of the people of St. Louis, 
for approval or rejection, at the 
Nov. 4 general election. 

The amendment represents a 
two-pronged attack on the earn- 
ings tax proposal, which is de- 
signed to raise more than $7,- 
000,000 a year in new municipal 
revenues to meet the city’s grow- 
ing deficit. 

Could Be Lost in Rush. 

Senate approval of the amend- 
ment would mean that the House- 
approved measure would have to 
be returned to that body for con- 
sideration of the change. With 
legislative leaders hoping to wind 
up the session by March 14, this 
time - consuming requirement 
might cause the bill to be lost 
in the last-minute legislative 
rush. 

But even if the bill is passed 
with the amendment it still is in 
trouble, since the opponents are 
confident the earnings tax would 
be rejected by the voters in a 
referendum election. Few pro- 
posals levying additional taxes 
have received. popular support at 
the polls. 

The opposition recalls that the 
proposed new St. Louis city char- 
ter was defeated decisively by the 
voters in 1950, after the poli- 
ticians, who had other reasons 
for opposing its adoption, di- 
rected their campaign against the 
charter on an earnings tax issue.

Gallant Fighters. 

‘Never have I known more 
gallant fighting men than you 
who were with me on those bitter 
cold fields of Korea,” said Gen.

—Interest rates on the ‘Sovern- 
ment’s shortest term security, 90- 
day bills, climbed last night to 
the highest poini in seven ‘weeks.

“The earliest authentic anec- 
dote of Ike,” according to Ken- 
neth Davis, “reveals him moodily 
rocking a bay buggy containing 
an infant brother. 


“The seven-year-old Dwight 
performed his unwelcome chore 
in a somewhat unusual manner. 
He lay flat on his back on the 
grass beneath the buggy, grasped 
that annoying vehicle by its back 
axle, swung it forward, caught the 
front axle, swung it back, and 
so on, for all the period of its 
servitude. 


“A couple of years later Dwight 
rocked his youngest brother, Mil- 
ton, in precisely the same way. 
It was his patented process of 
baby-sitting. 


Stuffy Visitors Startled. 


“In this respect, the boy fore- 
shadows the man. Stuffy and 
punctilious visitors, sitting with 
him in grave conferences, are 
often disturbed—and those meet- 
ing him for the first time, startled 
~—when he slips far down 
his chair, stretches his feet out 
before him and strives to reach 
as nearly horizontal a position as 
possible in a conventional chair. 


“His exploitation of every 
chance to relax now enables him 
to maintain a steady pace through 
weeks as exhausting as the whirl- 
wind tour of Euopean capitals in 
January 1951.” 

One of the ways by which Gen. 
Eisenhower makes even some re- 
laxation a possibility today is to 
make full use of the brainpower 
of the experts with whom he sur- 
rounds himself. 
| A regular officer who had been 
studying Eisenhower for years 
and who had been assigned to 
SHAPE with him exploded one 
day after a staff conference: 

“I’ve got his method figured 
out, although it still doesn’t make 
any sense to me. First, the deck 
he plays with is all wild cards. 
Look at his staff. He-has picked 
each man for his bullheadedness, 
contrariness, congenital unwill- 
ingness to agree with anyone else. 
How he gets anything out of them 
is beyond me. Every one of them 
is a carabao, sniffing the wind, 
getting ready to charge, at any- 
one, at anything, including the 
General himself! 

‘Everybody Has His Say.’ 

“Second,” he continued, “a con- 
ference that the general runs is 
worse than a debating club. 
Everybody and his brother has 
his say on any decision, and when 
they finally get down to one, I 
don’t doubt. that he takes it away 
and checks it against the janitor’s 
opinion. 

“Then, after a pause, maybe 
both points boil down to the same 
thing, 
janitor counts for as much as a 
four-star general. Now you tell 
me. Is there method in it, or 
m*ness?” 

The officer’s bewilderment 
might have been lessened had he 
known one axiom, figuring im- 
portantly in the general’s think- 
ing. 

For twenty years, at least, and 
it may be ever since World War I 
days, he has many times quoted 
Woodrow Wilson’s statement: 

“The highest form of efficiency 
fs the spontaneous co-operation 
of a free people.’ 

This sentence is one of his fun- 
damental axioms, just as freedom 
and co-operation are the two 
central concepts that forever crop 
out in any letter or speech that 
touches on the business of human 
living, whether in the squad, the 
nation or the community of na- 
tions. His central concern has 
always been to reconcile man’s 
essential freedom, which permits 
him to go his private way un- 
hindered. 

Aware of Dangers. 

Gen. Eisenhower is fully aware 
of the dangers inherent in the 
overtaxed executive mind. In a 
letter to his brother, Milton, he 
states: 

“By tradition when we speak 
of ‘burning up the road’ we think 
of strong drink, weak women and 
raucous singing. Actually the 
speed that is most dangerous to 
the human is the speed that is 
involved in DRIVING, CONTIN- 
UOUS, MENTAL ENDEAVOR! 
Men of ability in the Government 
service see so much to be done, 
they create or have created: for 
them so many jobs that lazier men 
like to shunt from their own 
shoulders (except of course when 
it comes to collecting the glory 
for recognized accomplishment) 
that gradually the victim, which 
word I use advisedly, loses his 
sense of Peel, and with this 
needful governor failing him, he 
applies his mind, consciously and 
unconsciously, day and night, to 
important intricate problems that 
march up ceaselessly, one after 
the other, for consideration. 

“In our younger days this is 
fine—we like it—we know with 
certainty that we are important to 
the organization we serve—and 
we thrive on the completion of 
each job, done to the fullest satis- 
faction of those around and above 


us. 

“It can likewise be done and 
enjoyed by age with no great 
damage, but only where the con- 
ditions of service are such as to 
encourage, even force, increasing 
periods of enjoyable relaxation. 


To pursue further the automobile 
analogy: an old car must go for 
complete overhaul more frequent- 
ly than the new one! 

“Most professional careers, even 
including the military, so ar- 
range themselves that increasing 
opportunity to slow up in personal 
effort, to use fruits of other 
men’s work iff arriving at de- 
cisions and judgments, come with 
advancing years.” 

There are evidences that, no 
matter how superficially relaxed 
he might appear, Gen. Eisen- 
hower can not really rest until 
the job AHEAD is completed. 
The following excerpt from a 
letter to Gen. Marshall bears this 
out: 

“Sometimes 1 think it would 
be most comforting to have a dis- 
position that would permit relaxa- 
tion—even possibly a feeling of 
self-satisfaction—as definite steps

one. The consequence is that all 
the suouting about the Tunisian 
campaign leaves me utterly cold. 
I am so impatient and irritated 
because of the slowness with 
which the next phase can unfold 
that I make myself unhappy.” 


Another attribute of the Eisen- 
hower executive mind is tough- 
ness. A former commanding offi- 
cer of the general's said this of 
his handling of a hardened regi- 
ment in 1916: 


“Only myself and a young first 
lieutenant, just a kid, named 
Eisenhower could hand!. them. 
When I was away, he was the 
regimental commander in my 
place and, I have to admit, a bet- 
ter one.” . 

Doesn’t Push and Drive. 


Yet a tendency to’ push and 
drive others in order to achieve 
results does not rate high in 
Eisenhower standards. In fact, he 
appears to be cautioning against 
the misuse of power in the follow- 
ing words addressed to military 
graduates: 


First: “Don’t confuse strength 
of character with arbitrary de- 
portment. There is no identity or 
relationship whatsoever. The 
strong man is the one who knows 
the thing he wants, and he will 
hang on to it until death. All other 
things become unimportant.and 
he is perfectly ready to concede 
them in the knowledge that by 
winning his main point he has the 
essential fruits of victory. He does 
not compromise principles; he is 
not giving away anything that is 
valuable to the winning of the 
war or to the problem he has to 
solve ...I urge you gentlemen 
fix your minds on the main 
thing you think must be done and 
then let the other fellow have all 
the rest.” 

Second: “If you are going to 
produce understanding and co-op- 
eration, you have got to. be ready 
to ignore minute details. Kick 
them out the window. If the de- 
tails have to be fought out, try to 
get them down into the hands of 
people who should fight on that 
level, Then if you have to sit as 
judge, do it with a grin and offer 
the loser a drink. But I know of 
nothing that will upset a group 
quite as much as the belief that 
the senior staff officers, the heads 
of divisions, the senior command- 
ers are going to make a point out 
of details.”

Congressman 


Zablocki didn’t approve of the President’s action and said so. 


“It was most unfortunate that 
your remarks were made about 
the same time that Gen. Eisen- 
hower also spoke out against 
Spain,” declared the Wisconsin 
legislator, “I naturally feel that 
we are going to get more out of 
the dollars we spend for aiding 
Atlantic pact nations if Spain be- 
longs to the pact. I agree that 
conditions in Spain are none too 
happy, but Yugoslavia isn’t a 
democracy either and yet we 
have given Tito millions in aid.” 


Truman replied that his criti- 

cism was directed solely at Fran- 
co and not at the Spanish people. 
Franco was chiefly responsible 
for the “intolerance” suffered by 
what he called “that minority of 
minorities” — about 30,000 Span- 
ish Protestants. 
“In some parts of Spain Prot- 
estants can’t even bury their dead 
during the day or mark their 
graves with tombstones for fear 
of inciting demonstrations,” said 
Truman. “Dictatorships encourage 
that sort of thing.” 

Zablocki agreed the situation 
was “regrettable,” but added: 

“We have the problem right 
here in the United States. Cath- 
olics, Jews and Negroes, or, for 
that matter, anybody with a for- 
eign-sounding name, are badly 
treated in our Ku Klux areas. 
We have been reading lately 


about ruffians stoning 
gogues,” 

“Unfortunately, that is true,” 
agreed Truman, but he went on 
to point out that he, as President, 
was doing everything possible to 
stamp out intolerance while Fran- 
co wasn’t lifting a finger. 

“As President of the United 
States,” he said, “I will not com- 
promise with the persecution of 
minorities either in this country 
or anywhere in the world.” 
Zablocki observed that the sit- 
uation in Spain could be correct- 
ed a lot quicker if we took Spain 
into the Atlantic pact; but the 
President disagreed. He said he 
had his doubts about any real 
religious tolerance as long as 
Franco remained dictator.

As politicians struggled today 
to form a new middle-of-the-road 
government that could deal with 
the country’s problems both the 
proportions of France’s current 
crisis ahd necessary remedies 
were becoming painfully clear to 
all hands. 

Country Is Broke. 

Briefly the situation is this: 

The French Government today 
is broke, both in terms of dol- 
lars and francs. 

A further deficit of between 
$100,000,000 and $150,000,000 in 
trade with other members of the 
European Payments Union dur- 
ing the month of February 
brought France’s total EPU defi- 
cit to $450,000,000. 

Since 80 per cent of its EPU 
deficit in excess of $416,000,000 
has to be settled in gold and 
since France has already com- 
pletely exhausted its stabilization 
fund, it is technically broke. 

Theoretically it could use some 
of the $600,000,000 held by the 
Bank of France as backing for 
French currency, but this wouldn't 
settle anything. 

At the moment France has what 
amounts to a complete embargo 
on all imports but this cannot last 
more than two or three weeks. 

Tax Hikes Rejected. 

The story is just as bad as far 
as the franc is concerned, 

Because the National Assembly 
has refused to vote tax increases 
and economies demanded by the 
Pleven and Faure governments, 
the national treasury has been 
spending one billion francs—$z2,- 
850,000—a day more that it has 
been receiving, for two months 
now. This has resulted in com- 
plete exhaustion of its cash bal- 
ance and had led the government 
to the printing press. 

Officially, the Bank of France 
has been authorized to buy 25 
billion francs worth of three- 
week emp ele bills.

Loose Credit Policy. 


France’s biggest mistake, un- 
doubtedly has been the failure of 
the Bank of France, headed by 
Wilfred Baumgartner, to restrict 
credit to essential enterprises. 
While other governments ll 
over the world were tighten- 
ing their belts in orcer to make 
possible increased armaments pro- 
grams without accompanying na- 
tional bankruptcy, the Bank of 
France reacted to the Korean war 
by decreasing the discount rate 
instead of raising it. 

Ever since then Baumgartner 
has shown reluctance to make 
commercial banks live up to their 
legal obligations regarding the 
amount of government securities 
they must hold and the limits to 
which they are allowed to redis- 
count commercial loans with the 
central bank. 

Due to lack of restrictions on 
credit, both speculators and lezgiti- 
mate business men indulged in a 
regular orgy of borrowing. Credit 
increased by 100,000,000,000 
francs in the first six months of 
1951, another 100,000,000,000 in 
the third quarter, another 100,- 
000,000,000 in October. . 

Business Profiteering. 

Exporters were financing their 
business by borrowed francs and 
keeping their. dollars abroad, im- 
porters were borrowing to finance 
huge orders on which they could 
expect huge profits due to the 
franc’s progressive decline. 

On the domestic market, manu- 
facturers rushed to produce goods 
to hold for higher prices.

The gulf could hardly be much wider between 
these opposing points of view expressed by two 
men: who sit on the same high bench. 

_» Justice Minton, speaking for six members of 
the Supreme Court, believes he knows what is 
good for the United States of America and in 
applying it he comes perilously close to putting 
the stamp of our highest court on “guilt by 
association.” 

Justice Douglas, one of three dissenters (the 
others were Justices Black and Frankfurter), is 
certain that guilt by association has been in- 
dorsed. He says the majority approves a prin- 
ciple “repugnant to our society” which will in- 
evitably “raise havoc with academic freedom.” 

7 ” - 

This sharp split in the Supreme Court arises 
from its review of New York’s Feinberg law 
which requires the State Board of Regents to 
list so-called subversive organizations. If a teach- 
er is a member of a listed organization, disqual- 
ification is automatic. 

The right of school authorities to employ— 
and dismiss—teachers on the basis of education- 
al competence and suitability to teaching is not 
open to question. That is not only a school 
board’s right, it is the board’s duty. A conscien- 
tious school board will exercise this duty at all 
times whether or not a state law so instructs it. 

But this is not what is involved in the Feinberg 
case. What is involved here is a procedure which 
throws out a dragnet that is bound indefinitely to 
do more harm than any possible good. Should 
there be a Communist among the-teachers, he 
would be immune if he had kept himself clear 
of “subversive” memberships. Meantime the 
whole teaching corps is turned into a spy ring, 
with each member charged with informing on 
all the others and vice versa. 

Presumably the Supreme Court majority is at- 
tempting to tune its ear to the times. Presum- 
ably it strikes at the harm done by Communist 
aggression and infiltration. Then it should recog- 
nize that an even greater harm is the harm we 
do ourselves when we install the repressive 
techniques of those we say we oppose. The la- 
mentable experience of the regents of the Uni- 
versity of California with a special loyalty oath, 
now rescinded, is a case history of how the to- 
talitarian method boomerangs on those who re- 
sort to it. 

. * * 

The National Education Association issued an 
86-page report last year detailing the “insidious 
inroads” of growing censorship into the teaching 
profession. The report said that teachers gener- 
ally were now afraid to present controversial 
issues. Because of the rise in pressure. groups 
and inhibiting laws and oaths, teachers seek 
above all else to avoid a row. They play it safe 
and teaching suffers. 

Can anyone doubt that additional impetus to 
thought control will be the immediate result of 
the ‘Feinberg decision? Can anyone seriously 
question Justice Black when he says that public 
officials with such powers of censorship are “‘not 
public servants; they are public masters’? 

Were the late Justices Rutledge and Murphy 
still on the Supreme Court we would not have 
had this decision. It is saddening to think that 
the six members who give us this thoroughly 
bad precedent are Chief Justice Vinson and Jus- 
tices Burton, Clark, Minton, Reed and Jackson. 
For the first four are appointees of President 
Truman, who espouses civil rights as no other 
President in history! 
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Uncle Sam, or Fu Manchu? 

Representative Yorty of California surely 
can't be serious. He pictures the Government’s 
assertion of its domain over the oil under the 
coastal seas as an effort to sacrifice the states’ 
“interests in a properly protected coastline.” 

Mr, Yorty certainly must know that the state 
governments of California, Texas and Louisiana 
(those involved in the off-shore oil controversy) 
are not ¢harged with the defense of the Union's 
shores. That responsibility rests upon the Fed- 
eral Government, and that is why the Federal 
Government is asserting its dominion over the 
oil reserves which are essential to the discharge 
of this responsibility, | 

Mr. Yorty goes on to allege that the Govern- 
ment’s purpose in exercising dominion over the 
underseas oil reserves is to turn “our bays and 
channels” into high seas for the unrestricted use 
of “both friendly and unfriendly nations.” 

If he means to be taken seriously, this mem- 
ber of the House Public Lands Committee must 
regard the Government of his country as a fifth 
column which is treasonably trying to sacrifice 
some of its component states to hostile foreign 
countries. 

It is too much of a strain on credulity to be- 
lieve that Representative Yorty believes any 
such thing, or that anyone else does. 


First End the Fighting 

The Communists have made many mistakes in 
estimating Western reactions to their maneuvers, 
and they may be making another in pressing for 
the designation of Soviet Russia as one of the 
“neutrals” to supervise a Korean armistice. _ 

The United Nations command cannot yield to 
this demand for the simple and sufficient reason 
that Russia is not a neutral. If the armistice 
were to be supervised by the belligerents, as 
the U.N. originally proposed, then Russia might 
well have a claim to participate. But it avas the 
Communists themselves who suggested that su- 
pervision be turned over to neutrals. When they 
first made the proposal; they did not have the 
gall to nominate Russia. The U.N. cannot coun- 
tenance Russia’s nomination now. 

Was the proposal made, then, for the purpose 
of stalemating the military truce talks, and forc- 
ing the U.N. into political negotiations that 
would cover other Far Eastern questions as well 
as Korea? 

If so, the Communists should be told at once 
that they are barking up the wrong tree. A case 
can be made for the view that only a broad 
political settlement, covering such questions as 
Formosa, Indochina and American relations with 
Chiang Kai-shek, can finally dispose of the Ko- 
A ? 
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modified its own street design. It has accepted 
different routes for some of ‘the expressways, 
and has made the major change of agreeing to 
bring Highway 40 into the city nérth of Forest 
Park instead of south. 

Whether these are the best possible decisions 
from the city planning standpoint may be sub- 


ject to dispute, but there is no reason why any-— 


differences on this. point should delay the start 
of construction. 

Fortunately, the schedule of priorities which 
everybody agrees on should permit time for fur- 
ther study to make sure that the three express- 
ways fit into a comprehensive system. Both city 
and state agree that the first work should be 
done on the Third street project to Twelfth and 
Gravois, and on bringing the Express highway 
directly into Market. 

While this work goes ahead, it is essential to 
arrive at a sound plan for the Daniel Boone 
expressway to connect with Highway 40. 

If the goal is to relieve congestion, then the 
only sensible approach is to relieve it first 
where it is worst. The expressways should be 
built from the center out. This means that an 
acceptable downtown terminus for the Daniel 
Boone route must be located early in the game. 

Certainly it would make little sense to dump 
all the traffic from the present Express High- 
way and the future Daniel Boone expressway 
into Market street just* east of Grand. That 
would be the effect if only those sections of the 
Elliott plan presently approved by the City Plan 
Commission were built. 

It would make little more sense to bring the 
Daniel Boone expressway down to Twelfth street 
and dump its traffic.on the surface there, as 
the Elliott plan originally proposed. : 

The logical terminal for an expressway is an- 
other expressway, which acts as a distributor, 
permitting traffic to reach the surface streets at 
many points instead of just one. This is why the 
idea of a distributor loop around the central 
business district, still a part of the city plan, 
carries so much force. Such a loop would pre- 
vent the radial expressways from creating new 
congestion at their terminals, and may well prove 
to be an indispensable part of the plan. 

These problems are to be studied by the Plan 
Commission’s staff, and we hope the state high- 

way department will see fit to expedite the work 
by helping to finance it. Meanwhile, St. Louis 
needs full speed ahead on the agreed portions 
of the expressway plan.

Something brand new is about to be tried in 
the movies.

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Detroit Goes for Expressways 


Depressed traffic arteries are only solution for congestion, auto 
capital decides; city and state borrow against future gas tax receipts 
to finance them; property values held to be enhanced rather than 
hurt; city expands parking facilities in downtown area at same time. 


An Interview with Detroit Public Works Director Glenn C. 
‘Richards in U.S. News and World Report 


Q—Is there any way, Mr. Richards, to 


solve the problem of bumper-to-bumper- 


traffic in. cities? 

A—In Detroit we think we are on the 
road to an answer in the development of 
expressways. The city’s master plan calls 
for 105 miles of these traffic arteries that 
will speed greatly the movement of all 
automobile and truck traffic. 

Q—What is an expressway? : 

A—To us it is a six-lane major thorough- 
fare, usually depressed below street level, 
which permits traf- 
fic to move through 
the most congested 
parts of the city, 
safely and speedily, 
without interference 
from cross traffic 
and traffic lights. It 
eliminates . stop-and-. 
go. driving, and all 
opposing traffic is 
separa by a con- 
tinuous, physical di- 
vider. We figure that 
each lane on our ex- 
pressways Will carry 
five times as many 
vehicles as a lane on 
an average thoroughfare. 

Q—How is that possible? 

A—The big reason is the elimination of 
stop-and-go driving. Also, traffic moving 
in opposite directions is separated com- 
pletely. So is the cross traffic. Motorists 
can drive much faster, and maintain their 
uniformly higher speed from any part o 
the city, say, to the suburbs. ' 


Tolls Would Tax Twice 


Q—Will tolls help to meet the costs? 
A—No. In a city, where an expressway 


is crowded, and cars enter or leave it. 


every half mile or sp, tolls just would not 
do. Besides, tolls would require people to 
pay twice for their expressways, since they 
already are paying for them through gaso- 
line and vehicle taxes. 

Q—Is there an economic saving, of im- 
portance, 2° favor of an expressway? 

A—Yes, 2 big saving, in fuel cost and in 
wear and tear on cars. In addition, manu- 
facturers. merchants and transport com- 
panies will save much money in delivery 
costs. 

Q—You don’t bar trucks from express- 
ways, then? 

A—No. Expressways are being paid for 


‘out of taxes collected from truck owners 


as well as all other highway users.. Then, 
too, speeding up trucks is a big help to 
business and to the community. 
Q—Won't trucks delay the passenger 
cars, cancel out your time saving? 
A—We think not, noticeably. Grades are 
easy. There are no stop lights. Trucks 
should be able to maintainsthe prevailing 
speed. If some do not, motorists will have 
room enough to pass them. 
Q—How about busses and streetcars? 
A—The bus riders also get a 
Busses and trackless trolleys, which are 
rather rapidly, 
freely. That will 
speed them up a lot. 


Cross Traffic Eliminated © 


upshot was a decision that surface streets 
no longer would be enough’ to carry the 
traffic. « : : 
Q—How do you pay for expressways? 
A—By borrowing against future receipts 
of gasoline and vehiclé taxes, 


Q—How does this financing plan work? 

A-—This way: Primarily, our express- 
ways have been paid for out of a portion 
of the receipts’ from the state gasoline 
and vehicle taxes, plus federal aid moneys. 
In Michigan, these taxes are shared by the 
state with its cities and counties. 

The trouble is that these receipts have 
accumulated too slowly. To speed. things 
up, the State Highway Department lately 
sold $80,000.000 of revenue bonds. These 
are secured by a pledge of a portion of the 
future tax receipts of the state, county 
and city. 


18 Feet Below the Streets 


Q—Will you teli a little more about how 
an expressway operates, once it gets built? 
First, why do you build it be street 
level? 

A—We have got to go either up or down 
to avoid cross traffic. Surface highways 
would require a roller-coaster grade, with 
grade separations at the street crossings, 
since the crossings are so numerous. Next, 
a fully elevated structure, with a few ex- 
ceptions, is' objected to in residential or 
commercial areas. It cuts out light and air, 
breeds noise and slums, depreciates prop- 
erty values. Hence we go down, about 18 
feet below street level. 

Doesn't that hurt a neighborhood, 
and run down values, just as much? 

A—Quite the opposite, Depressing opens 

up an expressway to light and air, makes 
it attractive, enhances property values. 
That seems well settled, by experience in 
other cities.

LATTIMORE SAYS 


Tells Senators That Is 

- What Wife Meant in 
Book — Met With So- 
viet Envoy. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
Owen Lattimore testified today 
that when his wife wrote that he 
didn’t know any Russians in this 
country, she clearly was speaking 
of the year 1950. 

His statement was made before 
the Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee, in its continuing 
search for possible Communist in- 
fluences on United States foreign 
policy. It has developed evidence 
that Lattimore, a one time State 
Department consultant, had met 
the Soviet ambassador _ three 
times, had lunched at the Soviet 
consulate in San Francisco and 
had talked with a Russian news 
writer. 


These events, the testimony 
showed, occurred over a period 
ranging from 1936 to early 1944. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, asked Lattimore if his book, 
“Ordeal By Slander,” had not 
said that he didn’t know any Rus- 
sians in this country, or any Com- 
munists. 

Written by Wife. 


Lattimore, a Johns Hopkins 
University professor and Far 
Eastern affairs specialist, said 
this part of his book, written by 
his: wife, shows “she was writing 
in 1950 that, as of 1950, I didn’t 
know any Russians in this coun- 


Lattimore was testifying for 
the seventh day at the subcom- 
mittee’s investigation of the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations, a pri- 
vate research organization. 

He first testified that his recol- 
lection was that the luncheon was 
after the German invasion of 
Russia. 

“Recollection Inaccurate.” 

The subcommittee established 
through various documents that 
the luncheon was held on June 
18 and that the Library of Con- 
gress had found that the an- 
nouncement of Lattimore’s ap- 
pointment was carried in the 
New York Times of June 29. 
Lattimore said this evidence 
“shows my recollection was in- 
accurate.” 

Lattimore served as an adviser 
to Chiang, the Chinese National- 
ist leader, during the early war 
years of 1941-1942. 

As for the 1938 luncheon at 
the Soviet consulate in San 
Francisco, Lattimore said it was 
an inconsequental social affair. 
and editor from 1934 to 1941 of 
Pacific Affairs, an I.P.R. quarter- 
ly, has sworn he never was a 
Communist or a Communist sym- 
pathizer. 

He was testifying about a 1944 
meeting here with Vladimir Ro- 
goff, a correspondent of the So- 
viet News Agency Tass, when 
yesterday’s hearing was cut short 
by voting in the Senate. 


Met Soviet Ambassador. 


Testimony also brought out 
that Lattimore had met with Con- 
stantine Oumansky, former Soviet 
ambassador to the United States, 
and in 1938 attended a luncheon 
at the Soviet consulate in San 
Francisco. 

Lattimore said Edward C. Car- 
ter, former secretary-general of 
the I.P.R., had arranged for sev- 
eral persons to meet Rogoff “for 
the purpose of asking him ques- 
tions.” 

Rogoff was on his way to Lon- 
don for a new assignment, Latti- 
more said, after having been in 
Japanese-occupied Shanghai all 
duging the war as a Tass repre- 
sentative. 

The subcommittee brought out 
that Lattimore discussed his as- 
signment as a personal political 
adviser to Chiang Kai-shek at a 
luncheon with Oumansky 11 days 
before it was publicly an- 
nounced. —

Strong Appeal to Labor. 


The burden of “unity of action” 
will be benefits for labor. Every- 
thing that labor considers ideal, 
everything that is out of labor’s 
reach, at least in present-day Eu- 
rope, will be promoted by the 
campaign. 

The immediate aim will be to 
lure workers into unions con- 


trolled by the Communists, with 


strong emphasis upon the strate- 
gic areas—metal workers, com- 
munications workers, transporta- 
tion workers, agricultural work- 
ers. When domination is achieved 
the Communists will have a 
powerful weapon for inducing 
paralysis whenever they strike. 
The Communist-dominated 
unions, meanwhile, will be used 
for other Soviet purposes: Nag- 
ging «pressure upon governments 
for an end to defense efforts, an 
end to the remilitarization of 
Western Germany, resumption of 
east-west trade on terms favor- 
able to the Soviet Union. 

At the same time the unions, 
co-ordinating with other Com- 
munist-supported organizations, 
will be an instrument for spread- 
ing unrest and for slowing down 
wherever pcssible the Western 
defense effort. 

Vienna an Open Gate. 
Vienna, divided among four 
occupation powers, is wide open 
from the east for the influx of 
Soviet “experts,” and from the 
west for Stalinist collaborators. 
One of the most important Com- 
munist outfits here is the World 
Federation of Trade Unions. Af- 
filiated with this are many Com- 
munist-dominated unions which 
may be recognized by the names: 
International Federation of Trade 
Unions of Metal Workers, inter- 
national federation of trade 
unions of this and that industry. 

The unions are organized with 
varying degrees of power, from 
weak and ineffective to strong 
and potentially dangerous in 
many key industries. In France 
and Italy the Communist-domin- 
ated unions are strong. In West- 
ern Germany and Austria, these 
unions are weak, but still are po- 
tentially dangerous if only for 
their weapon of harassment.

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APPEAL OF GEORGA 
UNT RULE REJECTED 


Supreme Court Also Refuses| 


to Hear Miami Segrega- 
tion Case. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (UP) 
~The Supreme Court rejected re- 
newed challenges to voting. pro- 
eedures and racial segregation in 


the South yesterday. 


In a brief order it turned down 
an appeal by W. M. Cox of Chero- 
kee county, Georgia, against 
Georgia's “unit voting” system. 

Under this system, similar to 
the electoral college method of 
electing the President, each county 
gets six, four or two votes, de- 
pending on population. If a cah- 
didate wins a majority of the 
popular vote, he gets all the coun- 
ty’s votes. 

‘The system has been attacked 
as a means of discriminating 
against Negroes in counties with 
a large colored population. The 
high court has turned down simi- 
lar appeals. 

Cox said the unit rule discrimi- 
nated against him as a,white per- 
son by giving undue power to 
white minorities in predominantly 
Negro communities. He sued for 
$100,100 damages on the ground 
his vote for M. E.. Thompson for 
Governor was miscounted. Her- 
man Talmadge received a ma- 
jority in the county and the unit 
vote went to Talmadge. 

The court denied a hearing to 


Joseph Rice, a Negro, who is 
challenging racial segregation on 
Miami’s public golf course. Flori- 
da courts have held the system 
constitutional. 

The case had been to the Su- 
preme Court previously, and the 
court then ordered the Florida 
Supreme Court to take another 
look at it in the light of two 
segregation opinions handed 
down by Chief Justice Fred M. 
Vinson. These ordered Negroes 
admitted to state university gradu- 
ate schools on an equal basis with 
white students.

Mrs, Smith said the time has 
come for “a new President and 
new Administration that is more 
sensitive to corruption in govern- 
ment,” and a greater sense of in- 
dividual responsibility in Con- 
gress and the public. 

Senator Kefauver of Tennessee, 
candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, agreed 
the Administration must clean 
‘house of wrongdoers — but he 
\argued the Democrats themselves 
exposed the wrongdoing in gov- 
ernment and are doing a house- 
cleaning job. 

Kefauver and Mrs. Smith — 
along with Senators Cain (Rep.), 
Washington, and Moody (Dem.), 
Michigan — debated the subject 
“How can we get integrity in 
government?” in the Philadelphia 
Bulletin’s sixth annual forum. 

Kefauver argued the Adminis- 
tration deserves credit for expos- 
ing wrongdoing and “when we get 
through we will have the honesty 
and integrity we must have.”

WIFE SUES ALBERT A. SACKS 
OVER FAMILY CORPORATIONS 


Mrs. Joy T. Sacks, estranged 
wife of Albert A. Sacks, St. Louis 
real estate dealer, filed suit yes- 
terday asking the circuit court to 


order him to carry out an alleged 
promise to turn over to her 50 
per cent of stock in two family 
corporations holding property 
valued at $230,000. 

Mrs. Sacks, now staying in Long 
Beach, Calif., said her husband 
induced her to join with him in 
May 1950, in conyeying title to 
ings, in which 
she held a dower interest, to two 
corporations he 
headed. These are the Almaru 
Investment Co. and the A. Arthur 
Investment Co. 

In return for surrender of her 
interests, she alleged, he prom- 
ished to give her half the stock 
in the two corporations, but has 
failed to do so. She asked for a 
receiver for the corporations and

of Washington's Capital Transit 
Co. vehicles equipped with radio 
receivers as are the streetcars and 
busses of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. Presumably what- 
ever the court may decide in the 
Washington case will have im- 
portant application in St. Louis 
and other cities where transit 
systems have similar arrange- 
ments. 
There is, however, a fine ques- 
tion of law which may differenti- 
ate the Washington case from 
some of the others, including St. 
Louis. This was brought out by 
several of the justices in their 
questioning of Paul M. Segai, who 
presented the argument for the 
Washington Transit Riders Asso- 
ciation, organized to fight for 
elimination of the streetcar and 
bus radios here. 

Constitutional Issue. 
Crux of their objection is that 
forced listening is a violation of 
the Fifth Amendment which pro- 
vides that the Federal Govern- 
ment shall not deprive anyone of 
liberty, among other things, with- 
out due process of law. The 
Fourteenth Amendment has, in 
many instances, been construed 
as extending this prohibition to 
the states. 
Segal’s argument was that lib- 
erty includes the right to ride a 
streetcar or bus without being 
disturbed by unnecessary noises 
—such as those emitted by the 
radio loud speakers. 
But then there arose the ques- 
tion: ‘ In this instance what had 
government—in this instance the 
Federal Government because 
Washington has Congress as the 
equivalent of the Board of Alder- 
men in St. Louis — done which 
raised a constitutional —_— 
Monopoly Cited. 
Segal’s answer was that Con- 
gress had granted a franchise to 
the local transit system, which 
gives it an effective monopoly on 
public transportation, modified 
only by the use of taxicabs and 
one outlying bus line which 


all the passengers on Washington 
streetcar and bus lines. 

Beyond that, he contended, the 
Washington Public Utilities Com- 
mission, which regulates public 
transit here to which the original 
protest was carried, had held that 
as an administrative body it had 
no authority to determine the 
constitutional rights of riders. 
The Public Utilities Commis- 
sion limited its consideration of 
the protests to the narrow ques- 
tion of whether the broadcasts 
affected the public convenience, 
comfort and necessity. After a 
hearing it permitted the broad- 
casts to continue. That decision 
was upheld in the district court, 
but reversed in the Court of Ap- 
peals, and reached the Supreme 
Court on appeal by the transit 
company from the appellate 
court decision. | 

On the point of “forced listen- 
ing” as a deprivation of liberty, 
Segal pointed out that transit 
radio lacks two things common 
to home radios—a switch to 
change to some, other station, 
and a switch to turn off the radio 
entirely. There is such a switch 
but passengers can’t use it. 
‘Loud Speaker .Operation.” 
“This isn’t a radio operation, 
it is a loud speaker operation.” 
Segal insisted. 

He argued that freedom of 
speech, in this instance, meant 
freedom of one passenger to 
speak to his seat-mate and that 
this freedom was impaired by the 
noise from the radio. 

“Wouldn't the free speech argu- 
ment apply equally as well to 
advertising placards?” asked

For the Capital Transit Co., W. 
Theodore Pierson presented the 
argument putting considerable 
stress on the point that there had 
been two surveys by independent 


‘research organizations, one of 


| 


which showed that 76 per cent of 
the riders favored transit radio, 
17 per cent didn’t care about it 
one way or the other, and only 
about 6 per cent objected. The 
other was'a survey of the. opera- 
tors of the streetcars and busses 
who were overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of the broadcasts. 


Justice Frankfurter seemed to 
be particularly critical, if not sar- 
castic, in phrasing his questions 
to Pierson. “You mean the em- 
ployes of the company said this 
thing was swell?” he asked, refer- 
ring to the poll of operators. Pier- 
son said that was correct. 

And again when Pierson was 
describing the expression “forced 
listening” as a “highly emotional 
and deceptive label, intended to 
imply thought control and to con- 
vey the impression that riders 
could: not converse in normal 
tones, read, or sleep.” Frankfur- 
ter interrupted him to comment: 

“What you are saying is that 
people can read, despite the ra- 
dio.” 


Frankfurter also challenged 
Pierson’s description of the sur- 
vey of riders as “scientific.” 

“How many were polled?” he 
asked. Pierson said about 2500. 
“And how many riders are 
there?” the justice asked. Pierson 
said he didn’t have the figures, 
but that there were about 1,000,- 
000 fares a day, with some people 
riding more than once and pay- 
ing, of course, more than one 
fare. The riders, he granted, ran 
into the “hundreds of thousands.” 


“And you call a poll of 2500 
scientific?” asked Frankfurter. 


Later, taking notice of Frank- 
furter’s apparent attitude, Pier- 
son made a point of saying that 
he would not refer to the public 
opinion poll or riders again as 
“scientific.” 

He did say that to sustain the 
“forced listening” argument, “you 
have to assume that the registra- 
tion of a sound in your ear means 
that you hear it, which is simply 
not true.” : 

Again Frankfurter interrupted 
him. “The point about this case,” 
he observed, “is that you have no 
chance to escape the sound if you 
want to ride the vehicle, and most 
people who do have to ride it.” 

The court’s decision can be ex- 
pected within the next few 
months. It will be of importance 
not only because some like and 
some dislike transit radio but be- 
cause it now provides, where it is 
in use, a source of revenue to 
streetcar and bus operations. The 
Capital Trensit Co. here is net- 
ting about $36,000 a year from its 
present operation and this figure 
could be substantially increased 
if more vehicles were equipped 
to use it. New installations have 
been postponed until the Su- 
preme Court decides whether the 
system is legal.

There is always 
a new crop of young housekeep- 
ers, however, and it is gratifying 
to know that they have this at- 
titude about food. .

While 
they are all ready to serve after 
reheating, many of us like to 
dress them up and give them. an- 
individual touch.

If you like, 
celery salt or grated cheese may 
be added to the flour mixture or 
tomato juice instead of milk ‘may 
serve as the liquid.

Playing Canasta ‘to Win ]

E have mentioned the fact 

that although most legal 

problems in canasta are 
taused by unofficial laws, a few 
still are caused by ignorance or 
misapplication of the official pub- 
lished laws. 

Until 1951, when the interna- 
tional code came out, the laws 
were not clear as to whether a 
side could make two melds in 
the same rank. The present laws, 
however, make it pretty clear 
that you may not have two melds 
in the same rank. For example‘ 


You hold this hand and you 
need 120. For some reason or 
other, you are very anxious to 
make your initial meld. 

Your four deuces and four 
jacks together count to precisely 
120 points. However, there is a 
law that says no meld may in- 
clude more than three wild cards, 


~~ 


so you can't meld all eight of 
these cards together. : 

Of course, you could split them 
into halves—a pair of jacks with 
one or two of the deuces, and the 
other pair of jacks with the 
others. This would evade the 
rule that says you can’t have 
more than three wild cards in a 
meld, and players still try to do 
it—quite often. But this is fl- 
legal, too. It would give you 
two melds in the same rank, and 
that isn’t permitted. 

The upshot of it is that with 
this particular hand, you can't 
make an initial meld of 120. But 
that suggests the question, why 
should you want to? It is seldom 
worth while to strip your hand of 
eight cards, and all your valuable 
ecards at that, just to keep the 
initial meld down. Keep drawing 
until you pair one of your odd 
cards, and you'll have the initial 
meld and a canasta as well. 

Question: One of my oppo- 
nents wanted to count the cards 
in the discard pile. We objected, 
but he said he would turn them 
over so he couldn't see their faces, 
and he insisted he has a right to 
count either the stock or the dis- 
card pile. Has he this right? 

Answer: No. A player in turn 
may count the cards in the stock, 
but no player may ever count the 

pile—or touch it for any 
reason except to arrange it er 
take the top card.

“genuine” if it is carved, regard- 
less of its material. Naturally, 
more cameos are made from 
shells than from precious stones 
—jndeed the “cameo conch,” a 
large marine univalve shell, is 
so-called because it and its allied 
species serve generally for cut- 
ting cameos. 

On the outskirts of Naples to- 
day there is a factory or, in our 
terms, a studio, where tourists 
to this section of Italy delight in 
watching the workers at this an- 
cient craft. There one can see 
what appears to be ordinary shell 
taking the form of diminutive 
sculpture, often many-hued, as 
the cutting discloses the stone’s 
several layers of delicately shaded 
colors. This is the unique char- 
acteristic of the “genuine 
cameo,” the implication of its 
name.
